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Doctor Tells Rotary 
Of Experiences In | 
New Caledonia

who is spending a convalescent 
leave at his home in Ontario, was 
guest speaker at the weekly meet- 
ing of the Upland Rotary club 
held this noon at Red Hill Coun- 
try club. 

He was invalided home from 
New Caledonia, where he had been 
stationed for seven months as a 
doctor with the navy medical 
corps. 

Dr. Bosshardt spoke on “What 
I Saw in the South Pacific While 
I Was There”. He described the 
island, which is 100 miles long 
and much of it jungle, with wild 
birds and deer. The island was 
formerly a French penal colony, 
and now there are from 1500 to 
2000 people living under very bad 
conditions in the leper colonies 
there. The nickel mines are 
worked by Chinese women.” 

He told of some of the patients 
he had attended, among them sur- 
vivors from the cruiser ‘Helena”’ 
who were on a raft for three days | 
and nights fighting sharks.

Upland citizens have respond- 
ed generously to the appeal to 
provide Christmas boxes for the 
servicemen who are patients in 
army and navy hospitals in this! 
district, but the goal of 225 boxes 
has been only half-way reached, 
Mrs. J. F. Sawyer said today. | 

Mrs. Sawyer is chairman of 
the camp and hospital needs 
committee of the Upland chapter 
of the American Red Cross, which 
is sponsoring this Christmas pro- 
ject. The committee hopes to 
provide a box for each of the 225 
patients in two of these hospitals 
which are located on the desert. 

Many of the men are in the 
hospitals as the result of injuries 
received in overseas duty, and 
many of them do not have fam- 
ilies to remember them on the 
holiday. 

Mrs. Sawyer is asking the or: 
ganizations, clubs and individuals 
to pack their own boxes. There 
are no restrictions as to size or 
weight, as they will not be sent 
by mail, but will be picked up at 
the Red Cross headquarters by 
army officials. This offers an op-; 
portunity to write a cheery note | 











should be included in each box. 

The packages should be wrap-| 
ped carefully and _ attractively, 
Mrs. Sawyer said. Among sug- 
gestions for the boxes are pocket 
combs, double-edge razor blades, 
metal shaving mirrors, station- 
ery, paper-bound mystery stories, 
books of comics, cross-word and 
jig-saw puzzles, or other personal 
articles, as well as slices of fruit 
cake, cookies, stuffed dates, can- 
died nuts, homemade candy, etc. 
Anything in the way of confec- 
tions should be wrapped with ex- 
tra care and packed in a separate 
box in the package. 

The committee members are 
anxious to know just how many 
boxes they may depend on, and 
Mrs. Sawyer would appreciate it 
if any persons willing to prepare 
boxes would call her, either at her 
home or at the Red Cross head- 
quarters (319-173).
